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FUEL SAVED BY GOOD ROADS 



Wear and Tear on Trucks and Amount 
Of Qaaelin* Consumed Shown In 
Raeont Ohio Toot 

A test conducted In Ohio recently 
to determine the saving In gasoline 
tnm roonlng over a good road as com* 
pared with gas consumption over bad 
and medium-grade roads, disclosed a 
surprising difference. Five new atmy 
standard "A" trucks with seven 
different types of road serrtce, showed 
a gain of six miles per gallon of fuel 
between the best and worst types of 
roads. AH the tmeks were empty dur- 
ing the test. 

The trucks loaded showed that the 
poor road took seven times as much 
Kasollne per mile as the good one. 

The test results showed an average 
of 5.78 mllos per gallon over a dirt 
road in good condition, 7.19 over fair 
gravel, 9.89 over good gravel, about 
the same ovor fair bituminous macad- 
am and good brick roads, 11.44 over 
extra smooth bride and 11.78 over good 
concrete. 

The saving to the motoring public 
In gasoline alone would amount to 
millions of dollars annually. Perhaps 
equal to this would be the saving In 
tires, which Is considered as Important 
an Item of car upkeep as is gasoline. 
Calculating the saving In wear and 
tear ' on the mechanism of cars and 
tru^s and also the Item of time lost 
by poor roads, adequate highways are 
undoubtedly a sane investment. 



DISEASES CARRIED BY DOGS 

Animal Should Be Handled in Such 
Way as Best to Further Welfare 

of the Community. 

Many diseases of man and domestic 
animals are carried by dogs. Every- 
body, of course, knows that the dog 
Is responsible for rabies, but it is 
not So generally known that the dog 
is equally responsible for other fatal 
diseases. Among them may be men- 
tioned hydatid and gid in man and 
stock, tapeworm In man and especial- 
ly in children, tongue worm in man 
and stock, "measles" in sheep, cystl- 
cercosls of the liver in stock. Some 
of these parasites depend so absolute- 
ly on dogs as carriers that they would 
become extinct if dogs were not avail- 
able as hosts. Dogs probably play a 
part, also. In the spread of diseases 
due to fungi, su<'h ns rineworui and 
favus, and they cfrfainly play a pnrt 
in the spread of diseafes that may be 
carried by lieas and ticks. 

The United States department of 
agriculture, while recognizing the dog 
as a useful domestic animaU insists

Ton have the right 
to Insist, tliey point out, that such 
dogs keep oflf your premises. 

Your own dog should be hannled 
In snch a way ns best to further the 
welfare of the dog and the comnuinlty. 
He should bo kept in restraint and 
not allowed the full freedom of the 
house or even of the outside premises. 
He should not be jiMowed to be fnnl- 
linr with people, and especially with 
children. The dog should be kept 
free from external parasites by fre- 
quent baths and. If necessary, other 
appropriate nicnsures, and sliould be 
freed from Internal parasites by suit- 
able measures and kept free by ade- 
quate attention to his food. He should 
only be allowed to leave the yard or 
the kernels In company with some 
person, and wherever conditions call 
for it should be kept in leash. When 
away from home the dog should be 
muzzled with a reliable metal muzzle, 
not with a strap muzzle that would 
be cruel to the dog if tight enough 
to be effective and which is usually 
so loose ns merely to give a false 
sense of security, since it permits 
the dog to bite.

" Wheat off twenty cents in two 
days,** is the headline in one of our 

great dailies, and the price quoted 
in the columns is 89^:;; to $\ 90, 
marking; a total decline of fifty four 
cents ia three weeks and ninety 
cents <*8ince the market was opened 
to general trading." 

This means a fall of more than 
thirty per cent, sending the basis 
of life below the cost of production 
by any adequate computation that 
takes into account the capital in 
land and machinery, the labor re- 
quired and the fertility withdrawn 
from the soil. The labor alone re- 
quired to produce a bushel of wheat 
with compensation at the plumber's 
or mason's rate would mean 1^3.50 
wheat; and as labor is less than 
half the total cost of producing the 
alUimportant grain, the reader can 
figure for himself what wheat would 
be worth if the farmer were paid on 
a par with inflated wages io industry. 

And yet this tumble in price will 
undoubtedly be hailed with delight 
by thousands who are getting more 
a year for their nominal labor than 
the farmer is getting* for bis labor 
and capual combined. Indeed, as 
this IS written, an ex official of the 
Board of Trade calls attention to 
the very, great service which that 
honorable body has rendered the 
public in hammtiing down the price 
of bread, thouyh .Mr. Hoover has 
already pointed out that at the old 
price for wheat the farmers were 
getting less than three cents out of 
a twelve-cent loaf. 

When, as a man who knows says 
in one of our popular magazines, 
wheat goes up or dowa over a wide 
range because of the most unsup- 
ported rumors, often set going for 
their effect on the market, it raises 
the serious question whether the 
farmer's profits and his business 
should be exposed to the accidents 
of trade. 

When a box of common lightning 
bugs can stampede the Chicago 
wheat pit and send wheat booming, 
the consumer is likely to object, 
and when wheat falls ninety cents 
m a few weeks, or a dollar in a few 
minutes, as in the Leither deal, the 
farmer will object. 

In the famous deal the high spot 
was g[i.88; and we.are now inform- 
ed that "since that time, except 
when the war boosted the price, it 
has been almost impossible to push 
wheat above that figure." 

Is that the way of it? And are the 
farmers forever to be hampered and 
their profits fixed by the memories 
of poor old Joe Letter, after even 
his name is all but forgotten? If a 
dead line in the price of wheat is to 
be fixed »t ;^i.88 because a few 
speculators got a severe jolt some 
qnarter of a century ago, then the 
place of an institution like a board 
of trade is likely to be severely 
questioned. 

The tendency ivto say that either 
wages most keep on going up or 
food must go down. This is an 
entirely gratuitous assumption, but 
the disposition seemi to be, between 
finance and speculation, to force 
'cod down on the bands of the pro 
ducer r'bile specalatioD goet merrily 
on. 

"The Country Gciltleman" does 
not stop here and now to argue the 
question, but in the most solemn 
tones it warns the eountry to beware 
how it goes for in this mad road to. 
ward what it may call restoration 
of prewar conditions. 

The farmer is about at the end oi 
hid resources. He is no longer spur, 
red on by patriotism, he i» v«ry tir- 
ed of long hard days, and machinery 
is going up in price. If now his 
inecRje is to be haminarcd down at 
one end ind ^ ijtofif at the other, he 
can be easily diive« cgt of business, 
except as to producing wkat he 
himself needs to consume.

If ihi ; warning seems 
unnecessary, then go ahead; but 
remetaber later tbi prophecy of 
Thk Country Ge\] LEM.\N that no 
good will come of traveling far in 
this direction. Let the bulls and 
the bears go to' it now with, horn 
and claw and see i^hat they can do 
to the basis of life 'rhich the farm, 
er has produced; only let them 
understand that so far as the farmer 
is concerned they are gambling with 
money, but so far as the public is 
concerned they are dealing with life 
and death. What has been done 
already has put many a small deal- 
er out of business, but the farmer is 
eating bis breakfast this morning as j 
usual.— The Country Gentleman.

No Necessity for Flocks Becoming 
Nuisance to Neighbors if Reason, 
able Care is Taken. 

Objection Is frequently raised to the 
keeping of poultry in towns and cities 
because of the odor which may result 
and also hecause of rtiosters crowing, 
particularly in the early iiioruiiit:. In 
some cases city reguhilinns have heen 
formulati^l to prevent or to control 
poultry keeping. Where there are city 
re.uMil;iti(>ns it is nec<'ssnry to find out 
their provisions »<id to conform to 
them. But there Is no necessity for 
the poultry flock to become a nuisance 
to neiifhhors. says the United States 
department of aj,'ricu!tiire. If the drop- 
ping hoards are cleaned daily and 
tlie houses and yards are kept in o 
reasonably clean conditidn tliere will 
lie no annoying oilors. 

The male bird need not he a nuis- 
ance. Unless It is intended to hatch 
chickens from the flock It Is unneces- 
sary to keep a male hird, fc'drral poul- 
try specialists point out. Tlie fact 
that tliere is no male In the flock will 
have ahsolutely no effect on the num- 
ber of eg,;;s laid hy the hens. If it 
is desired to male the liens and to 
hatch chicks tliQ male bird sjiould be 
sold or enten as soon as the hatching 
season is over. This is desirable not 
onlv to eliminate noise l)Ut also to 
save the feed that would be eaten hy 
the male, and for the reason that the 
eggs produced after the male is dls-

posed of wiu be Infertile. Since these 
aggs cannot he hatched thoy keep 
much better than fertile eggs and 
consequently are superior for'presery- 
Ing or for market. 

The flock must he kept confined; 
otiierwiso the hens will stray into 
neighbors' yards and gardens, where 
they may cause damage and, almost 
surely. 111 feelins. 



TRAP NEST IS QUITE USEFUL 

Tends to Tame Birds and Increases 
Cgg Production— Eliminates Un* 
profitable Hen. 

A trap nest is a laying: nest so ar- 
ranged that ofter a hen enters it slie 
Is confined until after released by the 
attendant. 

When possible it is advisable to 
trap ne*!t the layers for the following 
reasons: 

1. To tame the birds, thereby tend- 
ing toward increased ei::; production. 

2. To furnish definite knowledge 
concerning traits and habits of Indi> 
vlduals. 

8. To furnish the only satisfactory 

basis for utility or other breeding. 

4. To eliiiiinatc the nonproductive 
hen. 

5. To add mechanical precision to 
judgment and experience in develop- 
ing and maintaining the ntility of a 
flock.

IMPROVING THE HOME YARD 



Low-Growing Shrubs at Walk Inter- 
sections and Corners of the Lot 
Should Be Provided. ' 

A well-planted home yard with 
shade trees, flowering shrubs and per- 
ennial flowers surely Is more valuable 
And more enjoyable than a barren, un- 
sightly yard of weeds, ashes, tin cans 
and rubbish. Perhaps the principal 
reason why we find so many poorly Im- 
proved homo yards Is because a 
lack of knowledge along these lines is 
everywhere apparent. 

A well-planted home yard should 
provide for the following ornamental 
features: Tlie yard should be joined 
to the street by the planting of low- 
growing shrubs at the. walk intersec- 
tions and at the comers of .the lot 
ftlong the sldew»<1k. 

These sliould ail he lov»-growing 
shrubs snch as Thunherg berries, snow- 
berries, Japan quince, rv»sa mgosa and 
golden hell. These when planted In 
groups, from three lo live feet apart, 
wii; give an informal treatment, and 
M'here every home along the street 
is planted in this way, the entire 
street Is given a boulevard appearance. 

If a formal effect is desired along 
the sidewalk, the treatment calls for 
the planting of a he<lge. For this pur- 
pose the Ihota privet, white mulberry. 
Thunderborg harherry or honeysuckle 
marraiwii should be used. 



Productive Ornamentation. 
Any back yard at all can be made 
both attractive and productive. 

Grapevines make a g<iod porch trel- 
lis when .space is not available for ao 
arbor. A hlgli fence or back porch 
may be used its trellis for hlackl)erry 
plants. In a decorative border a few 
clumps of tlic brilliant red giant rhu- 
barb will not look out of place. As 
for hedges which will be both decora- 
tive and highly productive, no plants 
of a useful variety will be more sat- 
isfactory than raspberries, gooseber- 
ries and currants. They are hardy, 
will ta^e little care and will supply 
fruit for each season. 



Plant Memorial Trees. 

Planting of memorial trees Is be- 
coming a popular custom throughout 
the country, many cities and commu- 
nities setting tliem out along streets 
and roads. A notable example of this 
is to be found at Tampa, Fla., whero 
the Rotary club is spending $7,000 
In planting trees along a "Road of 
Remembrance," while at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., the National League for Wom- 
en's service is lining the Dixie high- 
way out of that city with memorial 
trees. The South is setting a fine ex- 
ample before the rest of the country 
In this work.

FINLAND BOASTS MODEL CITY 

Heisingfors Could Give Leaaons In 
Cleanliness to the Majority of 
Towns In America. 

Holsingfors, Finland, might give les- 
sons tn the municipal amenities to al-"**- 
most any American city, although It Is 
tucked away in the North, in a bare 
little land of rock and lakes and birch 
trees, in the latitude of the southern 
cud of Greenland, writes Arthur Buhl 
in the Outlook; 

I do not happen to know of any 
American citj so consistently clean 
and well built They post no bills in 
Heisingfors. They tie them around 
posts with strings, and when they 
have served their purpose they disap- 
pear, strings and all. Every morning 
there is a market on the broad quay 
at the end of the esplanade; fish, 
flowers, meat and vej*otal)les— even 
Oregon apples, which contrive, in spite 
of distance and almost prohibitlTe 
rates of excliange, to cross the six- 
tieth parallel. A few minutes after 
noon you would never know a market 
had been there. Stalls fold up, rub- 
bish disappears, street cleaners turn 
on the hose, and presently the quay 
is as clean as a tenuis court. 

The Heisingfors gas tanks are not 
the dismal contraptions that disfigure 
most of our water fronts. Tlie tank 
Itself may the same, but they build 
a neat brick bouse for it — a sort of 
monumental roundhouse, with stone 
wreaths around the top by way of 
frieze, quite in place among Iniildlngs 
intended for politer uses, and not 
without some suggestion of the Castle 
of St. Angelo in Rome.
